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is needed to establish the point or points, proven or 
to be proven. Now, I frankly admit that if Modern 
Spiritual. phenomena, such as those we have 
already designated, do not prove that human spirits 
J live after what is called death, that they can and do 
return to hold communion with human spirits in 
mortal form; then there is no. proof absolute or 
otherwise, tħat:such propositions are not true, I 
have never thought of ‘going outside of spiritual 
phenomena for the proof of the truths of “Modern 
Spiritualism. 

With this very full explanation of my position, 
in relation to the ‘subject under dsscussion, 
I trust that my opponent will . be .. equally explicit 
and meet me in-the open field of debate.” Polemi- 
cal strategy; that consists in. evading and. dodging 
one’s antagonist, gives evidence, either of conscious 
weakness, or a penchant for barbarous cunning that 
is wholly inconsistent with sincerity and a desire 
to promote truth. I trust that Mr. Jamieson will 
concur. with me in that view,and that perfect frank- 
ness. shall govern our interchange of views. I. con- 
fess I feel very great disappointment at perceiving 
in the course that Mr. Jamieson has thus far. pur- 
sued, a disposition.to disregard that feature of po- 
lemical etiquette. It prevents: any progress of this 
discussion, and compels me to repeat .my prelimi- 
nary and opening argument, in the hope’ that my 
opponent will define what he understands the. ques- 
tion at issue to be. Again I ask him. these. ques- 
tions. Mr. Jamieson, do you or do you. not regard 
the phenomena, known as Spirit rappings. as in- 
cluded under the designation of “Modern Spiritual 
Phenomena?” That is a, very simple and most ap~ 
propriate question, in ordér that we may jointly de- 
termine whether we are discussing or writing about 
the same subject. If we are not doing se, we can- 
not know it. too soon, for the sake of our claim to be 
considered men of common sense. Why not frankly 
answer that question? ; 

‘In the last number of my argument I sought to 
zet Mr. Jamieson to say whether he denies or ad- 
mits the fact that sounds, called. spirit rappings, do 
occur. If he denies that fact, so’ much the worse 
for his argument, for they are-known to ‘be of com- 
mon occurrence. If he: admits. they do, occur, 
then T ask him what that fact indicates. I have 
myself frequently observed that phenomenal. fact 
and have diligently sought for the true cause of it: 
and I have fonnd but one theory that is sustained by 
them... That. theory is that.the rappings, referred 
to, are the effects of the actions of unseen human: 
apirits. So conclusive were the concurring cirenm- 
stances that demonstrated the. fact that the sounds 
known as spirit rappings were’ what they purported 
ta be, that I wrote in my opening argument as fol-. 
lowe: j 

&l assert, without fear of contradiction, that no 
human being occupying a physical organism | or 
body, or any number of such human beings, can, by 
means of any mere mental psychological, magnetic 
‘or other known force, produce a. rap, oran imita- 
ticn of a rap, such as bas beep attributed to spirit 
agency, without ‘the aecompaniment | of sensuous 
physical instrumentatities. 1 assert with equal con- 
tidence that no mortal will, can. control or govern 
thase. raps, in any way Whatever, when conditions 
will admit of their occurrence.” _. eas : 

To that itive affirmation, based ` upon a thor- 
ough knowledge of its absolute truth, Mr. Jamieson 
contents himself with replying as follows:—“Mvy. op- 
ponent says no one bas claimed that the means 
of: producing raps. by. mundane agency have 
been discovered. In that statement he is mistaken.” 
Mr. Jamieson’s opponent said no such thing. What 
he did say, was this :—“As no one else. has come 
forward with any claim to the invention and use of 
rapping through mediums, to communicate thought 
-xcepting the spirit world, that nothing. more is 
necessary. until sucha claimant comes forward.” And 
again I said:. “They (the rappings) are not. the 
resnilt of the action of mortal will or power. for no 
mortal has been found who has produced or who can 
produce them. I say this in face of the; fact that 
mortal agencies bave béen exhausted in efforts to 
produce or imitate them; and no immortal agency 
has been able ‘to impart or transmit to morta! the 
knowledge and power that will enable. the latter 
to produce them. In the face of tite taet, the raps, 
of themselves, afford the most absdlute proof that 
their “so-called authors” are ‘human spirits and can 
be nothing: else.” . oo : 

Having reiterated my affirmation that human 
spirits have produced, in every instance, the: phe- 
nomenon of rapping through, orin the presence of 
-mediumistic persons, whenever that phenomenon 
has occurred; and. Mr. Jamieson having. denied. its 
correctness, ane affirmed that some tone bas claimed 
that the weans.of producing: raps. by mundane 
agency have been discovered; I now call.upon him 
to state who has claimed any such thing, whether 
rightfully. or wrongfully. ` [L haye never heard of 
that one pérson, and would be heartily glad to make 
-bis or her acquaintance; whether he or she is a me- 
dium; ‘an adept in ‘necromancy or ‘slight-of-band 
tricks;.a scientist; a savan or a person of any other 
of. the learned or unlearned classes of . mankind. 
Who is this would-be. savior of all the hoary bum- 
buggery of the past ages—now quaking and tremb- 
ling at. the. fate which those tiny raps portend to 
them? What does his claim amount to? What the 
“mundane agency?” | What the “means” of produc- 
ing raps such as. I claim human spirits have. alone 
preduced? Mr. Jamieson can have no good reasor 
for concealing the name and whereabouts of this 
great discoverer, or rather this great claimer.: Un- 
til he does this, the claim of departed human spirits 
to the sole and exclusive use of the raps, to express 
human thoughts to those who hear them, will have 
‘to stand as the only claim that has: any validity 
whatever... > ae ann E ee Go ; 
-I do not intend to p d one step. further-uno- 
til the strong, if not conclusive, proof that Geparted 
human spirits have, by means.of rapping sounds, 
clearly and unmistakably manifested their contin-

If that cannot be done, by Mr. Jamieson, he migbt 
as well give. up his unsupported denial of tbe posi-' 
liveness of that proof. That proof must be absolute, 
indeed, that does not admit of being reasouably 
qvestioned, by as ‘astute a caviller, as I am free to 
acknowledge my opponent to be. 1 would be very 
glad, indeed, to be informed what reasonable ob- 
jection he has to offer against the claim that the 
spirit world presents, that they do make use of the 
raps to manifest . themselves. to’ their mortak. 
brethren. Tae as og 

Some human intelligence does manifest itself 
through the raps.. This, Mr. Jamison. has admitted: 
when he said, “Because the authors of the raps 
claim to be human spirits, that does not settle the 
question. That isthe point in question. The au- 
thors of the raps are said to be spirits. *..* * * 
The authors so called have claimed to be the devil.” 
It will thus be seen that Mr. Jamieson ‘admits the 
fact, that the raps are not self produced, but that 
they are the work of authors, who claim tbem as 
their work. The raps then of themselves afford 
positive proof that they have authors, and that those 
authors have willing and reasoning powers. This, 
Mr. Jamieson has been inadvertently forced to admit. 


Mind and Matter. 


We have men. everywhere, upon whom Nature 
has bestowed a fair share of mentality; to which 
fortune bas added a good degree of scholastic 
‘training ; yet, who deny all evidence of immortali- 
‘ty; and who, to avoid the labor of investigation and

And yet if they would but reason, they would sce 
that even matter, in all its forms, has been transform- 
ed over and over again, many times; even the very 
coats upon their backs, were, but yesterday miner 
al; then vegetable ; then animal; then wool ; then 
yarn; then cloth; then garments: ' 

But what of reason? How and where do ideas 
originate ? Are we sure that there is no outside in- 
fluence, aids, hinderances or intruders to ‘impel us 
onward in our chosen path, either right or wrong? 
Is the skeptic sure that there is no ghost, gnome, 
hobgoblin, or Diakka, at his elbow, to influence bis 
motives and actions when he least expects it? 

Apropos to this enquiry is the following chapter

Complying 
with the request, we were searcely seated at the 
table, when a feeling of stupefactlon stole over my 
senses, insomuch that I felt incapable of thinking 
or writing at all; and yet the following article game 
to me, one word at a time, as fast as L could write ; 
one idea after another traversing the mental plane 
as palpably as evera ray of light made its transit 
across the plane of vision. Ll will here add that my 
friend, Mrs. C., is an earnest seeker after truth; a 
thorough investigator; and, like myself, sometimes 
writes for the press; but up to this moment, neither 
of us had suspected that our ideas Were not wholly 
vur own, orthat ib Was possible to receive inspira- 
tional assistauce.

famine in Rome, and the people ‘yielded: to the 
opinion of each other that he had wasted the church 
property, therefore they gathered his writings to 
burn them. Peter the deacon who had been ihti- 
mate with Gregory, affirmed that he had often seen 
the’ Holy Ghost in the form -of a dove upon St. 
Gregory’s head whilst he was writing and that it 
would be an insufferable affront to burn those books . 
which had been written by his inspiration; and to 
insure them of this be offered to confirm it by. oath, 
but stipulated, that if he died immediately after 
taking the oath, they should believe that he had. 
told them the truth; this being assented to, he took 
the oath and then died. The people believed what

E E f and they are apt to so act as to awaken” distrust, 
jealousy and enmity in the mings of weak and en- 
vious people, who can brook no precedence on the 
; ; . part of others. Especially is this the case with 
i i those who desire to be considered of the purest, 
; 7 best and most advanced elass of minds. Unfortu- 
i . nately, the natural law is, that those whose desires 
are the strongest, are those who possess the least of 

a that which they desire; and hence they seek to 

2 bring everything to be tried by the measure which 

they have themselves constructed. In this way the 

cause of Modern Spiritualism has come to be im- 

l peded and interfered with by an issue that has no 

k şi proper place in connection with it. It is to settle 

is that imaginary issue that we have embarked in the 

work of journalism. <A large class of Spiritualists, 

and many of them of high mental, educational and 

scholarly attainments, have come to ignore ‘the. 

world of departed spirits, as having ought to do 

with Modern Spiritualism, on the earth plane. They 

seem to regard and treat the subject as one which 

: l concerns only those who are connected 

Pa a as mediums or as investigators and 
advocates of the truths which it embraces. 

What justification there is for this ignoring of 
the Spirit-world in the great work which modern 
Spiritualism, has done and is doing, we cannot un- 
derstand. We do hope that some of these persis- 
tent contemners of spirit interference with muu- 
dane affairs, will, through MiND AND MATTER, at- 
tempt to show what is to be done about it. For 
 anknown centuries the spirits of countless mill- 
fons of earth’s people have passed to spirit-life, 
whose ignorance and selfishness have not permitted 
them. to rise above the plane of their mortal lives. 
Those spirits having no longer earthly organisms, 
adapted to the satisfaction of their desires, seek 
persistently to gratify them by getting into psycho- 
`~ logical rapporte with those in earth-life, who par- 

take most nearly of their mental and physical in- 

inclinations. There is no living person who is not, 
to a greater or less extent, unconsciously to them-. 
selves, influenced by these earth-bonnd spirits. 

Hence, all may be said to be, in that sense, med- 

iums for spirit control. It is a certainly establish- 

ed fact, that some persons are much more suscepti-: 
ble to these spirit influences than is usually the 

‘case, and such persons are especially designated as 

Spiritual mediums. The latter have no more 

knowledge or consciousness of the means used to 

influence and control their utterances and actions, 
than have those who are nat designated or known to 
be mediums for spirit control. Hence, ‘ there can’ 
be no proper line of demarcation between those 
called mediums and those who are not.

Why has not this progressive movement already 
begun? The higher and more advanced spirits have 
long been seeking, in every possible way, to demon- 
strate their qualifications to teach’ and lead in the 
great work of human development and growth. 

7 They have sought such channels, as. were ‘within

-more or less than human beings; cease to treat them 

as if they were something else, and the great work 

of Modern Spiritualism will have begun. 

Indeed, we go further than this and urgently re- 
commend that we treat mediums, as a class, as pre- 
eminently human beings, whose soul natures are 
played upon by every passing influence; and feel for 
them that charity which is the highest and most god- 
like sentiment of the human soul. i 

_ Be assured, friends, Modern Spiritualism does not 
rest on mediums or those who advocate it, for its 
existence and continuance. Had it no better sup- 
port than they afford, it would have been a thing of 
the past, and not of the present and future. It rests 

‘upon the immutable foundation of truth, which is 

made up of an ever accumulating mass of facts. Me- 

” diums and their accusers among Spiritualists, may 
say and do what they will,the cause with which 
they are identified is not effected byit. There is 
good sense enough in the world to distinguish be- 
tween that which properly belongs to truth, and that 
which seeks to pervert it to the base and selfish pur- 
poses of individual interests and” gratifications. 
= Modern Spiritualism will live and flourish when all 
who are seeking to use or oppuse it for selfish ends, 
will cease to be known; because the world’s stock 
of common sense has increased too greatly to admit

Why not then cease to interfere with the flow of 
facta with which the spirit world is flooding the- 
earth?
